WABASH RECEIVERS ASKED 
ABOUT RECOVERING BONUSES 


Large Sums Paid Williams 
Should Be Recover Com- 
mission Says. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 24. — The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today asked receivers for the Wa- 
bash Railway if they have taken 
any steps to recover from the es- 
tate of William H. Willioms, for- 
mer president and chairman of the 
board of directors, any part of 
$183,833.36 paid to him during 1930. 
Records studied by the commis- 
sion show Williams received dur- 
ing 1930 from the Wabash, affiliat- 
ed roads and from three Van Swer- 
ingen lines, a total of $244,792. 
From Jan. 1, to Oct. 14, 1931, he re- 
ceived from the Wabash and its 
subsidiary, the Ann Arbor.

3 Men Told to Give Facts 
| Not Argument. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 24. — An 
agreement between Administrator 
Hugh 8..Johnson of the National 
Recovery Act and leaders of the 
ship building industry on hours and 
minimum wages in shipyards was 
reached today. 

The agreement provides for a 32- 
hour week in shipyards having 
Government construction and a 36- 
hour week in yards which have no 
Government construction and in 
ship repair work. The minimum 
wage provisions weré shifted from 
35 cents in Southern yards and 40 
cents in the North to 35 cents in 
tue South and 45 in the North. . 

_ - The administration and the ship 
builders had been in a deadlock, the 
builders insisting that anything be- 
low 40 hours was not practical or 


feasible, while labor demanded a 


30-hour week and Johnson submit- 
ted a gompromise proposal of 32 
from which he refused to yield. 

At one time Johnson threatened 
to ask that the impending naval 
construction program be suspend- 
ed if the ship builders refused to 
recede from their original demand. 

“Of all the problems we have be- 
fore us, we all recognize that this 
is the most difficult one,” Johnson 
gaid in opening the oil code hear- 
ing. “This is not an experiment in 
dictatorship. It is an experiment 
in co-operation. When we are ap- 
proaching the hardest problem of 
all, that is where we need the great- 
est co-operation.” 

The task of settling differences 
on wages and hours in the indus- 
try was assigned late today to com- 
mittees representing labor, employ- 
ers and the Recovery Administra- 
tion. Johnson directed the commit- 
‘tees to meet him tonight at the 
Commerce Department. “The idea,” 
he said, amid laughter, “is to get 
these birds locked in a room and 
keep ’em there until they come to 
man agreement.” 

He gave blunt notice that the 
warring factions within the indus- 
try need not expect to bring their 
quarrels into the fighting stage be- 
fore him. The hearing, he informed 
them, was “merely an attempt to 
get out the facts,” adding that no 
arguments would be permitted. 

Labor Demand and “Hot Oil.” “ 

Harvey Fleming of the Oil Work- 
tras’ International Union opposed a 
proposal that oil industry employes 
work 40 hours a week for from 40 
to 47 cents per hour. He proposed 
a flat 30-hour week of five six-hour 
days at a minimum wage of $4.75 
daily. 

Franklin proposed that oil pro- 
@uction should be “fair-and equit- 
ebly located” between states and 
areas and between pools within 
them. “Each pool, in proportion to 
its potential production, should have 
its share of market demand,” 
Franklin said. 

“The allocation between prorated 
pools should be determined dn their 
capacity to produce and then thére 
would be no ‘hot’ oil and no in- 
centive for ‘hot’ oil.” “Hot” oil is 
that produced in violation of State 
conservation orders. 

Franklin said the Seminole pod! 
in Oklahoma, with a potential pro- 
duction of 500,000 barrels a day, was 
allowed to produce more oil under 
State orders than the Oklahoma 
City pool, with a potential produc- 
tion of 10,000,000 barrels a day, and 
that the result was the illegal run- 
ning of oi] from the wells. Frank- 
lin added that the big companies 
owned the volume of production in 
the Seminole pool, while the Okla- 
homa City field was largely in the 
hands of independents. 

Harry F. Sinclair said the labor 
provision prepared by the Emer- 
gency National Committee, was 
clear cut and “intended to comply 
with the letter and the spirit” of 
the industrial recovery administra- 
tion. He appealed for bringing un- 
der the labor requirements approx- 
imately 175,000 retail outlets han- 
dling oil products as a side line for 
“successful operation of the nation- 
al industrial recovery act ax applied 
to the oil industry.” 

Lumber Request 

Johnson today rejécted the lum- 
ber industry’s request for imme- 
diate application of its proposed 
code of trade. Reasons were with- 
held for the time being. He had 
previously asserted that the e’

The code, as sub- 
mitted by the manufacturers, pro- 
vides for a 40-hour week and min- 
imum wages of $13 weekly in the 
South and $14 in the North. Labor, 
through Thomas F. McMahon, pres- 
ident of the United Textile Work- 
ers of America, and Francis J. Gor- 
man, vice-president, demanded a 
30-hour two-shift week and mini- 
mum wages of $18 in both the 
North and South. 

Proponents of the wool code said 
the present work shift was 53 hours 
a week, that approximately 146,000 
workers were employed, and that 
reducing the hours to 40 a week 
would employ about 172,000 work- 
ers, an increase of 26,000; that 
about 43 per cent of the industry’s 
employes earned less than $14 per 
53-hour week, and that, after new 
minimums of $14 in.the North and 
$13 in the South, go into effect, the 
total weekly wages of this group 
would be increased by about $100,- 

40 Hours Not Short Enough. 

The industrial recOvery admin- 
istration’s mass re-employment 
campaign will get under way on 
Thursday, when the country’s em- 
ployers will begin to get from their 
mail carriers the blanks which they 
may sign promising individually to 
raise pay and shorten working 
hours. 

Many employers already have 
promised informally to sign these 
compacts with President Roosevelt, 
but these, of course, are individual 
agreements.

CONTINENTAL LIFE BUILDING 


Supreme Court Sets Aside Reduc- 
tion Made by Board of 
Equalization. 

By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 24..— 
The Supreme Court ruled 
that the Caulfield Board of Equaliz- 
ation exceeded its jurisdiction in 
fixing an original valuation of $691,- 
145 on the Continental Life Build- 
ing in St. Louis, and accepted the 
State Tax Commiission’s . valuation 
of $1,807,175. The figure i8 for the 
building and land upon which it is 
located on Olive street west of 
Grand boulevard 

The Court held, in an opinion by 


today 


Justice Charlies T: Hays, that the 
Board of Equalization'’s only power 
was to equalize the valuation of 
real and personal property among 
the various counties. . 

The St. Louis Assessor fixed the 
valuation of the building for 1932 
taxes at $2,067,500 and the land at 
$132,500, and was upheld by the St. 
Louis Board of Equalization. The 
owners of the building, the Grand 
National Bank and the Continental 
Life Insurance Co., accepted the 
valuation of the land, but appealed 
to the State Tax Commission for 
a reduction in the valuation of the 
building. The commission then 
fixed the valuation of building and 
land at $1;807,175, which the Board 
of Equalization reduced to $691,145. 

In effect, the decision held that 
the Board of Equalization had no 
choice but. to accept either the 
city’s valuation or that of the State 
Tax Commission. Since the board 
sought to reduce both valuations, 
the Court held it was “common 
sense” to assume_the board ap- 
proved the reduction by the Tax 
Commission and fixed tis figure for 
taxation. '

Idmits for a single prescription 
undér the old regulation were a 
half-pint of alcohol, a pint of whis- 
key, brandy, gin or rum, or a quart 
of wine. Prescriptions under the 
old regulation were no good after 
three days from date of issuance, 
but under the new regulation they 
are good for sevén days. 

Yesterday druggists here were 
notified by whisky dealers of an in- 
crease of $10 a case in the price of 
whisky, which will be passed on to 
the customer at the rate of 50 cents 
a pint. Whisky ranges in price from 
$2.50 to $3.50, depending on grade 
and brand. 

Decline in Prescription Price. 
When the original whisky regula- 
tions were issued, following the ad- 
vent of prohibition, physicians 
charged $8 per “scrip,” which meant 
an added income of $1200 a year if 
ali the issued blanks were sold. 
The price has declined steadily and 
some druggists and bootleggers 
have been them recently at 
20 cents apiece. Supplied with the 
blanks, the dealers are enabled to 
sell liquor to customers and file the 
blanks in the drug store from which 
the whisky is drawn, so that the 
records of the store may pass the 
scrutiny of Federal inspectors, who 
will continue to check the records 
under the new conditions of liquor 


sale.

GEOLOGIST SAYS MAN 
ORIGNATED IN AFRICA 


Asserts Land Bridge Across Gib- 
raltar Straits Made Migration 
to Europe Easy.' 


By the Associated Press. 
ASHINGTON, July 24. — The 


human race originated in Africa, 
the International Geological Con- 
ference was told yesterday by Sir 
Arthur Smith Woodward, British 
geologist. 

Latest evidence, he said, discount- 
ed the theory of many scientists 
that man originated in the vicin- 
ity of the Gobi desert of Tibet. 


Modern man, he said, came _ to 
Europe as an invader from Africa, 
driving out Neanderthal man, who 
had migrated earlier from the Af- 
rican homeland. The invasion was 
easy, because in those days a land 
bridge crossed the Straits of Gi- 
braltar, and Palestine was well 
watered and wooded. 

The three most famous remains 
of primitive men so far found— 
Peiping man, or Sinanthropus; 
Java man, or  Pithecanthropus 
Erectus; and Piltdown man or 
Eoanthropus from England — all 
were descendants of the African 
man, he said. They are estimated 
to have lived 400,000 or 500,00 years 


After them came the Neanderthal 
race. The Neanderthalers were 
clumsy, but evidently strong, for in 
their graves were found imple- 
ments no modern man could wield. 
They flourished 50,000 years ago. 
Charles Keyes of the University 
of Arizona said the great glacial 
periods, such as the last one in 
North America during which ice 
crept as far south as Kentucky, 
come and go through cycles of 210,- 
000 years. 

During such a period there are 
several advances and retreats of the 
ice sheets, ¢ach covering a period of 
21,000 years, he added.

Original versions of foreign sound 
films, of which Hollywood, supplied 
150 in the last year, may be shown 
in only five theaters in Paris and 
10 theaters in the provinces in the 
year ending next July 1, unless the 
Ministry of the Interior decrees 
otherwise. 

Foreign films with the dialogue 
“dubbed” in French were limited to 
148. American interests, although 
they supplied only 80 of these films 
in the last year, saw a growing de- 
mand for “dubbed” films blocked. 

Arthur W. Kelly, genera] Euro- 
pean manager for United Artists, 
said the American Embassy will be 
asked to protest to the French Gov- 
ernment on the ground that the de- 
cree likely would ruin American 
business.

“THE LION OF FLANDERS” DIES 


Admiral August Ludwig von 
Schroeder Succumbs at 79. 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 24.—Admiral Au- 
gust Ludwig von Schroeder, 79 
years old, popularly known in. Ger- 
many as “the Lion of Flanders, 
died here yesterday. Although he 
retired in 1912 when he was raised 
to the nobility, he organized and 
commanded the Marine Corps occu- 
pation of Flanders during. the 
World War. 

He was decorated with the @rder 
Pour le Merite in 1915. After the 
war was president of the German 
Officers’ Association.

“That the cheap labor factor hag 
been important,” Miss Perkins said, 
“is indicated by the fact that the 
median weekly earnings found in
